Monday: 10 05 21 
Jeremiah 29:11 
Reflection: In this verse we learn of the goodness 
of the Lord. How He has planned for us good 
things.

How God seeks ways to bless 
those around us each day. 


Application: The Church family is like any family. 
There will be blessings and conflicts. Sometimes 
we will get along with each other. While other 
times we will be at odds with others. What stays 
the same throughout it all 1s Gods’ determination to 
see us each blessed. So what might stand in the 
way of someone being blessed? 


Challenge: Is there something you can do to be a 
channel of blessings for someone you know? 


Tuesday: 11 05 21 
Proverbs 3:5-6 
Reflection: Leaning on our own understanding 1s 
not a good plan.. We are warned that mans under- 
standing has limits and faults. That such human 
logic can create paths that are crooked. Leading us 
away from the teachings and guidance of God. 


Application: In last Sundays service we heard how 
Rev. Stephen Fong was getting advice from a 
friend. When the friend stopped and said she 
should have prayed first: She realised the I deep 
importance of aligning her support with Gods’ 
deeper understanding and knowledge of things. 


Challenge: Giving advice is easy. But real support 
comes from God. Be sure to seek his guidance first. 


Wednesday: 12 05 21 
Colossians 3:23 
Reflection: Whatever you do. This all inclusive 
charge instructs us to consider everything we do and 
to do it as if it were a gift we honour our Lord with. 
Not something we would do to impress others with. 


Application: Work is important. We all like to feel 
appreciated and to see our hard labour recognised. 
Yet how often do we acknowledge that it 1s God 
that we owe so much for. That without God we 
would still be lost and meandering through life. 
How often do we thank God for our daily bread. For 
the roof over our heads and the security of work? 


Challenge: Take time this week and look back on 
life. Recognise how God has had a hand in it all. 
Than give him all due credit and praise. 


Thursday: 13 05 21 
1 Timothy 3:5 
Reflection: At the time of this verse the early 
Church was growing quickly. The new converts 
were eagerly trying to out do each other in aspects 
of tithing and generosity. Yet there were some who 
did so at the cost of their family and own welfare. 


Application: Ever see someone who gives so much 
that they seem to be at a loss to taking care of their 
family and home? Sure there will be those who will 
say that what goes around comes around. But the 
verse here says we need to be wise in the way we 
handle our resources. 


Challenge: Take stock of what God has blessed you 
with and ask if you are a good steward or not. 


Friday:14 05 21 

Colossians 3:16 
Reflection: This is yet another Wow verse. We 
can see the many levels of how the verse can 
have a positive impact on our lives. We are called 
to rejoice in our faith. To sim=ng songs and to 
rejoice with gladness in our hearts. How wonder- 
ful it 1s expressed. 


Application: Every Sunday we meet and share the 
fellowship of believers. Although we are warned 
now, due to Covid19, to suppress our singing; we 
can still sing with a strong yet hushed voice. One 
that will bring to God our hearts love and praise. 


Challenge: Singing is an amazing way to lift up 
our hearts to God. Let’s seek ways praise God. 


Saturday: 15 05 21 
Hebrews 13:15 
Reflection: The fruit of lips that acknowledge 
His, Gods’, name? This is another wonderful 
verse that expresses the importance for our open 
ministry of our faith. It tells us how we are meant 
to worship God by acknowledging God to the lost 
and confused world we live in. 


Application: We go to Church and we sing the 
hymns and pray the prayers of faith. Than later 
we return to the real world. The place we know 
there are so many lost souls. How often do we 
talk about our faith? 


Challenge: Can we each find at least one way in 
which we can bring God into our conversation?
